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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie 
clianges and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claim 1 . It was withdrawn without traverse in the response to the 
election made 2/19/2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1 -1 5,21-27 allowed. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a package 
which is at a temperature of 13-18°C and which comprises a sealed container, 
and within the sealed container, at least 4 kg of bananas which have not yet 
commenced their climacteric, and a packaging atmosphere around the bananas; 
the sealed container having an 02 permeability at 13 °C, per kg of bananas in the 
container (0P13/kg), of at least 1500 ml/atm.24 hrs, an R ratio at 13 °C of at 
least 3, and an ethylene permeability at 13 °C, per kg of bananas in the container 
(EtOP13/kg) which is at least 3 times the 0P13/kg of the container; and the 
packaging atmosphere being an equilibrium atmosphere in which the oxygen 
content has a substantially constant value which is from 14 to 19%, the carbon 
dioxide content has a substantially constant value which is less than 10%, and 
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the total quantity of oxygen and carbon dioxide lias a substantially constant value 
which is less than 20%. Additionally, two other prior art references not currently 
of record discovered, Raymond Clarke, US-Patent 6,376,032 and Raymond 
Clarke US-Patent 6,548,132 fail to teach or render obvious the invention 
discussed previously.
